Jim Irving wanted everyone in close 
for the big reveal. 

At a press conference held at Irv¬ 
ing’s Halifax Shipyard late yester¬ 
day, the CEO of Irving Shipbuild¬ 
ing rushed to the microphone and 
urged hard-hatted workers to come 
in close. Of course, by that point, 
Irving already knew his company 
had won a $25-billion contract to 
build a fleet of combat vessels 
under the National Shipbuilding 
Procurement Strategy. 

“There’s a lot of people to be 
thanked here today,” Irving told 
the crowd of hundreds after the 
cheers died down. 

“First and foremost, all you men 
and women from the yard, CAW 
Local 1 ... you did a great job, first 
class. We couldn’t have done it 
without you.... And just remember 
this: Our young apprentices, you’ve 
got a long career ahead of you right 
here in the yard.” 

Those careers could last more 
than 30 years. The Irving yard suc¬ 
cessfully beat out competitors in 
Quebec and British Columbia to 
take the largest prize of the $35-bil-

lion NSPS — a contract Premier 
Darrell Dexter has likened to host¬ 
ing the Olympics every year for 
three decades. 

That’s comforting news for Ger¬ 
ald Casey. The 47-year old from Hal¬ 
ifax has worked at the shipyard for 
31 years already — though during 
much less stable times. 

“The first 20 years here there 
was no guarantee that you had a 
job the next day,” said Casey. “It 
could shut down at any minute.” 

It’s an experience that was famil¬ 
iar to Casey’s father, who also 
worked at the yard. But after yes¬ 
terday’s news, perhaps not for his 
son, who works there now.

The National Shipbuilding 
Procurement Strategy has 
set the bar high for large 
government contracts in 
the future, according to 
Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay. 

MacKay lauded the inde¬ 
pendent decision-making 
process that led to the 
awarding of $33 billion 
worth of shipbuilding con¬ 
tracts to Irving’s Halifax 
Shipyard and Seaspan Ma¬ 
rine Corp. in British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

“It sets up a process that 
puts the emphasis on the 
expertise, the contractors, 
the builders ... and that en¬ 
courages entrepreneurship 
and competitive economy,” 
MacKay said last night. 

“That’s what carried the 
day.... We’re celebrating a 
milestone for the Canadian 
navy today, but tomorrow 
we’re going to get down to 
work.” 

MacKay was at pains 
throughout the process to 
avoid even the semblance 
of political interference in 
the awarding of the con¬ 
tracts, which was ultimate¬ 
ly left up to senior 
bureaucrats. That was 
tough for the man general¬ 
ly viewed as Nova Scotia’s 
voice around the federal 
cabinet table. 

“It’s about having confi¬ 
dence in our shipbuilders

builders, and the Irving 
yard in particular, is what 
did it for Nova Scotia to¬ 
day.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
was on hand at the ship¬ 
yard yesterday to share in 


the announcement with 
Irving CEO Jim Irving, his 
colleagues from the legisla¬ 
ture and workers from the 
yard. 

“Nova Scotia is Canada’s 
shipbuilders. Ships start 
here, our future starts 
here,” Dexter told the 
crowd, referring to the 
ubiquitous ad campaign 
undertaken by the 
province. 

“The Irving bid was tru¬ 
ly Canada’s bid. I want to 
thank Prime Minister 
(Stephen) Harper and his 
cabinet for a merit-based 
and far-sighted process.... 
You chose the best compa¬ 
ny for the job.”

Halifax scored an economic 
Super Bowl yesterday — 
one that will stay in the tro¬ 
phy case for generations. 

“This is ... possibly the 
largest shipbuilding con¬ 
tract ever awarded in the 
world,” said Ellen Farrell, 
economist and professor at 
Saint Maiy’s University. 

“It’s not only good for 
Halifax and Nova Scotia, it 
will extend far beyond into 
the region.” 

Subcontracts will mean 
the shipyard’s suppliers 
will benefit, skilled work¬ 
ers can come home and 
high school graduates will 
have more promising ca¬ 
reer paths. 

Halifax’s construction 
industry will see a boom 
and property values 


throughout the city will 
likely increase, Farrell said. 
But reducing taxes, she 
added, will be a matter of 
political will. 

Now that the announce¬ 
ment has been made, it 
will take several months of 
planning and designing be¬ 
fore actual work begins. 
But once it does, it will be 
big, said Sackville-Eastem 
Shore MP Peter Stoffer. 

“Once the welds and the 
rivets start and the machin¬ 
ery gets going, the Irvings 
will be able to well over an¬ 
other 1,000 direct jobs and 
thousands more down the 
road right across the coun¬ 
try.” 

He said this contract has 
the power to do what the 
Auto Pact did for Ontario. 

“It has the potential to 
be that significant.” 

Megan Leslie, NDP MP 
for the Halifax riding, was 


jubilant. 

“It means a lot for us in 
terms of long-term stable 
jobs in our province but it 


also means a lot for our re¬ 
gion and Quebec and On¬ 
tario because we can’t do 
this alone,” she said.

‘Respect for taxpayers’ 
cited in ACOA job cuts 


Forty-two jobs are on the 
chopping block at the At¬ 
lantic Canada Opportuni¬ 
ties Agency as a result of 
budget cuts revealed in 
June. 

In an internal e-mail ob¬ 
tained yesterday by Metro 
Halifax, Paul J. LeBlanc, 
ACOA president, said the 
economic development 
agency made every at¬ 
tempt to minimize the ef¬ 
fect of budget cuts on 
employees. 

“We are an Agency of 
over 700 employees and as 
internal processes are 
streamlined and opti¬ 
mized, positions are being 
eliminated,” LeBlanc 
wrote. 

“As such, 42 positions 
across the Agency are be¬ 


ing cut.... Affected employ¬ 
ees were informed this 
morning of their individ¬ 
ual situation and have 
been made aware of the 
tools, services and options 
available to them over the 
coming weeks.” 

Bernard Valcourt, the 
federal minister responsi¬ 
ble for ACOA, said the 42 
employees will be given 12 
months to find another po¬ 
sition in the public service, 
or a buyout tied to years of 
service. 

In a release, Valcourt 
framed the cuts as an “ef¬ 
fort to deliver more value 
for taxpayers’ money.” 

“This is simply sound 
management and is now 
the norm for how the gov¬ 
ernment does business to 


ensure respect for taxpay¬ 
ers’ money.” 

In June’s federal budget, 
ACOA was told to cut $15.2 
million in spending annu¬ 
ally, beginning in 2013-14. 
The measure is part of a 
$ 1.6-billion cost-cutting 
initiative launched by the 
federal Conservatives and 
is the culmination of a 
2010 “strategic review” of 
13 federal departments. 

“These changes at ACOA 
are a reflection of our 
transformation as an or¬ 
ganization and as a public 
service,” LeBlanc wrote. 
“We are becoming more 
focused on delivering on 
the priorities of the gov¬ 
ernment and are modern¬ 
izing our business.”

Impaired- driving 
numbers released 


Sixty-six people were 
charged with impaired 
driving last month — 
including one man who 
was charged in the death of 
a 67-year-old man. 

Halifax police released 
its impaired-driving statis¬ 
tics for September 
yesterday, showing 56 men 
and 10 women, aged 19 to 
60, were charged with im¬ 
paired driving. 

In many of the cases 
breath samples were taken 
and the blood-alcohol read¬ 
ings ranged from 0.09 to 
0.3. 

Most drivers were noted 
by police on patrol and 
eight were charged after 
collisions. Concerned citi¬ 
zens called in 21 cases of 
impaired drivers.

Frantic hunt after 
wild animals freed 

O Police shoot tigers, lions in U.S. game-park emergency 


Police shot nearly 50 wild 
animals — including 18 
rare Bengal tigers and 17 
lions — in an astonishing 
big-game hunt yesterday. 

It happened after Ohio 
game park owner Terry 
Thompson threw open 
their cages and shot him¬ 
self to death in what may 
have been a last act of 
spite against neighbours 
and police. 

As homeowners nerv¬ 
ously hid indoors, officers 
armed with high-powered 
rifles and shoot-to-lcill or¬ 
ders fanned out through 
fields and woods to hunt 
down about 56 animals. 

After an all-night hunt, 
48 animals were killed. 

Three leopards, a grizzly 
bear and two monkeys 
were captured. 

A wolf was found dead, 
leaving a monkey as the 
only animal still loose.

ality and former zoo direc¬ 
tor, defended the sheriff’s 
decision to kill the ani¬ 
mals, but said the deaths 
of the Bengal tigers were 
tragic. 

There are only about 
1,400 of the endangered 
cats left in the world, he 
said.

Look out, Earth. 

A retired satellite the 
size of a minivan is 
hurtling toward us. 

Pieces of it could crash 
into the Earth as early as 
tomorrow, experts say — 
but they’re not sure where 
those pieces may land. 

Scientists from the Ger¬ 
man Aerospace Centre are 
no longer able to commu¬ 
nicate with the dead Ger¬ 
man satellite ROSAT, 


which orbits the earth 
eveiy 90 minutes 

Parts of the satellite will 
burn up during re-entiy 
but up to 30 fragments 
weighing a total of 1.7 
metric tonnes could crash 
into the Earth sometime 
between tomorrow and 
Monday, centre spokesper¬ 
son Andreas Schuetz said. 

Schuetz said countries 
between 53-degrees north 
and 53-degrees south 



could possibly be affected 
— a vast swath of territory 
that includes much of the 
earth outside the poles. 

The 2.4 metric ton scien¬ 
tific satellite was launched 
in 1990 and retired in 1999 
after being used for re¬ 
search on black holes and 
neutron stars and perform¬ 
ing the first all-sky survey 
of X-ray sources with an 
imaging telescope.

They charged the store 
owner, Kwang Soo Kim, 
with manslaughter. 

Kim’s preliminary hear¬ 
ing was to start yesterday, 
but the Crown announced 
it had to stay the charge 
because a key witness had 
fled the country to avoid 
charges of his own. 

The stay gives the 
Crown up to one year to 
lay the charge again if the 
witness returns.

The Supreme Court of 
Canada has unanimously 
upheld a lower court’s rul¬ 
ing that linking to a web¬ 
site containing libellous 
material does not in itself 
constitute libel. 

The top court ruled yes¬ 
terday against Wayne 
Crookes, a former Green 
party campaign manager 
who argued that posting 
links to sites with defama¬ 
tory statements was the 
same as publishing the 
defamatory material. 

The website in question 
did not reproduce any of 
the disputed material, nor 
did it make any comment 
on it.

“Making reference to 
the existence and/or loca¬ 
tion of content by hyper¬ 
link or otherwise, without 
more, is not publication of 
that content,” the court 
wrote in its decision. 

“Only when a hyperlinlc- 
er presents content from 
the hyperlinlced material in 
a way that actually repeats 
the defamatory content, 
should that content be con¬ 
sidered to be ‘published’ by 
the hyperlinlcer. 

“Such an approach pro¬ 
motes expression and re¬ 
spects the realities of the 
Internet, while creating lit¬ 
tle or no limitations to a 
plaintiff’s ability to vindi¬ 
cate his or her reputation.”

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Idol runner-up

O Country star 
switches label, 
tackles writing 
her own songs 

Martina McBride was look¬ 
ing for that spark you get 
when you know you’ve dis¬ 
covered your true match. 
The country music star 
found it in Scott Borchetta 
and his Big Machine Label 
Group. 

McBride’s new album, 
Eleven, is her first for Re¬ 
public Nashville, ending a 
two-decade association 
with RCA that included 18 
million in album sales. But 
at 45, she finds the switch 
invigorating, and it has 
pushed her in directions 
she never really considered 
before. 

Those days with RCA, 
she says, were good ones 
and the split was amicable. 

“But it’s also good after 
that long being in one 
place, to be able to transi¬ 
tion to a place that has peo¬ 
ple that are just super, 
super excited about you,” 
McBride said. “Sometimes 
in a long relationship, 
there comes a time when 
you just need to shake it up 
a little bit, and this feels 
like the first days when I 
was at RCA. Everything 
feels brand new again, and 
that’s really a great thing, 
especially this far into a ca¬ 
reer.” 

Borchetta was veiy inter¬ 
ested when he learned 
McBride wanted to talk 
about joining his group, 
home to other tops stars 
like Taylor Swift, Reba 
McEntire and Rascal Flatts. 
And why not? She’s one of 
country’s veterans and re¬ 
mains one of its most laud¬ 
ed singers. She’s up for 
female vocalist of the year 
next month at the Country 
Music Association Awards 
again, seeking a record fifth 
win in the category. 

The label head thought 
there was more to McBride 
than the public generally 
sees, though. He encour¬ 
aged her to write more 
songs for Eleven than she 
had on any of her previous 
10 albums, and he also 
thought she should get out 
of town while recording. 

McBride, who also hired 
new management and 
brought in new co-produc¬ 
er Byron Gallimore during 


this period, found the la¬ 
bel’s support liberating. It 
reinforced her growing 
confidence to tackle intimi¬ 
dating things like songwrit- 
ing. 

She co-wrote six of the 11 
tracks. There was the lead 
single Teenage Daughters 
that arose from a disagree¬ 
ment with her oldest 
daughter. Long Distance 
Lullaby, about being away 
from home, also grew out 


of an idea about three 
daughters. And then there’s 
Always Be This Way, loosely 
inspired by Train’s Hey, 
Soul Sister and Jason Mraz’s 
I’m Yours, which she wrote 
because she “just wanted to 
write something fun. I don’t 
think I’ve ever made a 
record that had so much of 
my attention, especially 
since I had children,” 
McBride said.

MARTINA MCBRIDE ON MOVING 
TO A NEW LABEL 


Lauren Alaina is growing 
up quickly. 

The 16-year-old Ameri¬ 
can Idol runner-up has 
spent the past four months 
since the show’s season fi¬ 
nale performing in arenas 
across the countiy, doing 
interviews, music video 
and photo shoots, and 
recording her debut album, 
Wildflower, released last 
week. 

The former high school 
cheerleader is hoping the 
effort will help solidify her 
in the countiy music 
world, because she realizes 
the stakes are high. 

“I feel like this first al¬ 
bum is kind of malce-it-or- 
brealc-it for me, because I 
just got off national televi¬ 
sion. So people know who I 
am, but they don’t know 
who I am as an artist,” said 
Lauren in a recent inter¬ 
view. “I just feel like this al¬ 
bum is my way of kind of 
putting myself out there 
and showing them exactly 
who I am.” 

Billboard’s associate di¬ 
rector of charts, Keith 
Caulfield, believes Lauren 
is off to a good start. Her 
first single, Like My Mother 
Does, is in the Top 40. 

“Even though she has 
Idol as this great platform 
to launch her, she’s still a 
developing artist. You usu¬ 
ally don’t see Idol winners 
with their first single on 
the countiy charts fly to 
No. 1,” he said. 

“I think both her and 
(winner) Scotty (McCreeiy) 
are both in a really good po¬ 


sition right now, because

As a 
former American Idol win¬ 
ner, Underwood has provid¬ 
ed meaningful support to 
Lauren. The two exchanged 
phone numbers, and Lau¬ 
ren asks her for advice 
when she gets upset. Re¬ 
cently, the Georgia native 
was feeling particularly 
homesick and reached out 
to Underwood. 

“I just said, ‘How do you 
deal with being away from 
your family for so long and 
just being gone all the 
time?’ And she said, ‘You 
have to think about all the 
positive stuff that’s going 
on, because you have so 
much going for you right 
now. Your family will al¬ 
ways be there.’ Just hearing 
that from her, knowing 
that she had been through 
what I’m going through, 
just made me feel 10 times 
better,” said Lauren.

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School’s out 
for Gerry Dee 

O Comedian pulls plenty of 
material from his stint as a teacher 


Canadian comedian Gerry 
Dee has a big year ahead of 
him, with his own sitcom 
set to launch on CBC-TV in 
January, as well as a cross- 
Canada tour and a planned 
DVD and book release. 

While the former con¬ 
testant of NBC’s Last Com¬ 
ic Standing has plenty to 
boast about when it comes 
to his comedy career these 
days, there was a time 
when he was shy about his 
standup, he says, noting it 
was during his days as a 
high school teacher in 
Toronto. 

“That was a real secre¬ 
tive thing at first,” Dee, 42, 
said in a recent phone in¬ 
terview from his Toronto 
home, where he lives with 
his wife and two young 
children. 

“I’m a fairly clean comic 
now; I was squeaky clean 
when I started because I 
would be so afraid that 
kids would show up, or 
parents. And I was teach¬ 
ing at a really reputable, 
private Catholic school. I 
also wasn’t the type of per¬ 
son to swear in my regular 
life that much, and it was¬ 
n’t like I was hiding any¬ 
thing, but I remember it 
being embarrassing that 
people started finding 
out.” 

Dee, who was born Ger¬ 
ard Donoghue, riffs on 
that part of his life in his 
current Life After Teaching 
Canadian tour and new 
DVD of the same name, 
which is slated for release 
in January. 

He’s also writing a book 
about his days in the class¬ 
room, with the working ti¬ 
tle Teaching: It’s Harder 
Than It Looks and a release 
date of next October. 

Dee’s teaching days are 
also the basis of his sitcom, 
Mr. D, which is set to pre¬ 
miere Jan. 9 (at 8 p.m. ET) 
on CBC. 

Filmed in July and Au¬ 
gust in Halifax, the 12- 
episode series sees Dee 
playing an exaggerated 
version of himself as a 
teacher, a career he held 
down for a decade until 
2003. 

Co-stars include 

Jonathan Torrens (Jonovi- 


sion, Trailer Park Boys), 
Wes Williams (a.lc.a. rap¬ 
per Maestro), Mark Little 
of Picnicface, and Gemini 
Award winners Booth Sav¬ 
age and Bette MacDonald. 

The show has “a bit of 
an edge to it” and has the 
look and feel of The Office, 
said Dee, who played Don- 
ny in Trailer Park Boys: 
The Movie and had a week¬ 
ly sports segment on The 
Score network. 

“It’s primarily about my 
character, who is teaching 
subjects that he doesn’t 
know, and is just trying to 
get through the day and 
pretend he knows and be 
(the students’) buddy and 
be their friend.” 

Such was Dee’s experi¬ 
ence in real life, too. 

With a degree in physi¬ 
cal education, Dee found 
himself outside of his com¬ 
fort zone when he first be¬ 
came a full-time teacher 
and had to cover the sub¬ 
jects of history and geogra¬ 
phy for three years. 

“You have to under¬ 
stand, I was teaching 
Grade 12 history, and nor¬ 
mally a teacher teaching 
Grade 12 history kind of 
embedded their lives in 
history and they read a lot 
and they took it in univer¬ 
sity — and I didn’t,” said 
the Toronto native, who al¬ 
so details the experience 
in his 2007 live concert 
DVD, No Reading Ahead. 

“I was a good teacher, I 
was good at managing the 
class and discipline, but I 
didn’t know the stuff so I 
just prayed kids didn’t 
read ahead.” 

Dee recalls one kid in 
particular asking him 
about the ancient Mayan 
civilization. 

“I didn’t know what the 
Mayans were. I couldn’t say 
that, though. I had to pre¬ 
tend I did (know) but I did¬ 
n’t want to tell him, I 
wanted him to figure it out. 
It was just a chance for me 
to go home and look it up 
myself,” he recalled. 

“It was just a vicious cy¬ 
cle of like, ‘Oh God, smart 
kids.’ When you don’t 
know the subject, smart 
kids are not fun to teach.”
